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COURTEOUS READER, 


HE Pamplet I here examin, is ſingular in its kind. It is an 
Original : for its Authour found none to copy , & I hope none 
will ever copy him. No Worke of the Ancients ſo like this True 
Narrative, as Lucians True Hiſtory: both are alike True per Anti- 
phraſin. Yet there are theſe differences betwixt them , that the True 
Hiſtory is Witty; the True Narative ſtupid : that delights,this grieves : that 
_— this bites : that as Jnnocent as a lie can be ;, this as malicious as the 
Father of lies could deviſe. LZucian in that intended only to recreate thoſe, 
who never did him any good ; Oates in this deſignes the ruin of thoſe, who 
never did himany hurt ; but intended him much good, if his bad nature 
had been ſuiceptible of good advice. 

I neyer ſaw the Man : and foe can know nothing of him, but by heare-ſay, 
and by his Workes, which diſcover ſufficiently that , which ſhould be his 
better part , his ſoul. As to his Phyſiognomie, I can only ſay what I know 
to be certainly true, that he being preſented with many others, to receive 
the Sacrament of Confirmation,to the Biſhop of S.Omers, his Lordſhip ſtopt, 
when he came to Oates, untill he heard, he belonged to the Ingliſh Colledge, 
& was preſented by its ReCtor. The ſtop was noted by all preſent. The rea- 
fon of it he was pleaſed to declare afterwards, viz. that he doubted whither 
Oates's heart was prepared to receive the Holy Ghoſt,the ſpirit of loue,in whoſe 
face he perceived ſignes of greate malice. 

He ſtiles himſelf Do&or of Dininity,& ſays , he commenced Doctor at Sa- 
lamanca. Which cannot be : for 1. he never was at Salamanca. 2. none but 
Prieſts,are admited to that degree in Catholick Vniverſitys ;& he never was 
Prieſt. He writ to the Archbishop of Tam to giue him Holy Orders, (4a) but 
was refuſed, hy reaſon of the very ill Charatter which his Grace had of Oate®s life 
& manners, for which he was afterwards expelled the Colledge of Valladolid. 3. he 
never had learning ſufficient for any degree in a Catholick Vniverſity. At 
Valladolid from the 18. of Ottober,, when ſchooles begin, till his diſmiſſion 
(ſoon after) he went as a Student to Logick, At S. Omers he was put to Rhe- 
torick, & in thet ſchoole there were many better ſchollers,then he, although 
by reaſon of his age, ſuperiors did not exaCt of him that attendance in 
ſchooles, & punctuality in Themes as of others. Now is it probable, that 
one who had commenced Doctor in Salamanca, & to that intent had per- 
formed his Exerciſes in Phyloſophy and Divinity, with applauſe, ſhould be 
put to begin his Legicke amongſt the Tunior ſophsſters, or learne Latin & Greek,

Now I appeal to all, who know any thing, of 7eſzirs, whither it be credi- 
ble, that Oarcs (a {tudent only) ſhould be employed in negociations of ſtate 
of moſt dangerous nature, and-hygheſt conſequence ? every body knows,that 
the /eſaurs keepe their (chollers to their bookes, their Maſters to their Le(- 
ſors, & cach Officer to his particular employment, with which no body 
meddles, beſides binielf: and the {uperior overieesall, to take care, that 
every one doth his Duty : Whence proceedes that order in their houſes; 
which all admire. Nay even ſuperiors, & officers, a{lvon as they have reſign- 
ed their Places toa ſucceſſor, meddle no more with any thing belonging to 
it, unleſs for ſome particular reaſon their Aduice be required. Now that 
Oates, a ſcholler,& a meer ſtranger, ſhould be employed in Negociations, is 
as ſtrange, as any part of the Plot. 

His ignorance confirmes the ſame, that he never was employed by Teſts. 
He fays (c) he had ſeen the name of the General of the /eſauts 40 rimes,& that 
he knew his hand C& ſeale. Yet he never hits the name ryght.although he vary 
it, as often as Pickering did the charging of his gun. Sometimes it. is D'olixa 
(d) ſometimes it is de Vlina(e) ; in the frenchtranſlation of Clmazrs trial, it 
is Di Olzxa,that De being french.and not Italian. Yet all miffe the true name, 
as may be ſeen by the Letters taken in Mr. Whzte*s Chamber, & in any Col- 
lege of the Society, in which are, at leaſt, the Patents of the Rector. And 
as for the Seale, he ſays (f) the Inſcription 1s 1. H.E. with a Croſſe. Yet there 
Never was a = in any Jeſus ſeale. And not one of thoſe letters are the Jn- 
ſeription of the ſeale. 1 wo of them wath a third are the ſubſtance of the ſeale : 
the Inſcription containes the Office of him, who writes the Letter, & ſome- 
times the place, of his refidence. Which may be ſeene in the Patents 
of the Reftor of S. Omers, produced in open court, at the Old Bayly, as 
to that of the General. Many other Inſtances of his Ignorance in Ieſair CU- 
ſomes, will be taken notice of hereafter. All proue he neuer was employed 
by Jeſuits : & weakens not a little the credit of the Narratixe. 

Nothing can more weaken the credit of aWitneſle,then ſpeaking contra- 
ditions. Truth, as having a real ground, is always the ſame; falshood, 
being builtonly on fancy, changes as this doth. Now Oare?s contradictions 
are ſo frequent, that it is an endlefſe worke to reckon thein all. I will give 
here ſome Inſtances : he ſays, Irland*s tryal, p. 18. that three or four days 
after the Congregation he returned to S. Omers, (which muſt be within the 
month of April, or firſt of May, ſeing the Congregation was ended on the. 
26. of April) and ſtayd there till the 23 of June. Yet in /rland®s trial p. 24.

he fweares he was in E-9land on the latter end of May. Nowin reality he 
was forſworne both times ; for he was in England nether in April, nor Afay. 
He ſwore, he had not ſeene Mr. Langhorne ſince April 5,8. in Colmary's trial, 
After he {wore he had ſeene him in 7uly, & Auguſt in Langhorne*s trial. He 
firſt declared to the Parliament he had no body conſiderable to accuſe, be- 
ſides thoſe he had named ; after he accuſed ſome of the very Prime, whom 
before he had not named. 

Iudge hence what credit he deſernes who is ſo euidently Perjured : as he 
muſt be once in each of thoſe inſtances, vnleſſe he hath an Art to verify con- 
tradictions, which ſurpaſſes the Power of the Almyghty. The Rule of the 
law ſays : ſemel malus ſemper preſumitur malus, in codem genere mali. A man 
once convicted of Perjury, is always ſuſpected of it : whither the conuiction 
be by Legal ſentence, or cuidence of the Fact. The Apoſtle ſpeakes of both 
convictions, 1 Tim. 8. 24. Quorundam hominum peccata manife#a ſunt, prace- 
dentia ad judicium, quoſdam autem & ſubſequuntwr. The ſis of ſome men are 
enident before Iudoment, thoſe of Others, after it. Whither in the eye of the 
law the firſt conuiCtion is regarded or no, I know not: it is enough for me, 
the Holy Ghoſt regards it. 

Aegaine, the manner of his Accuſation is ſuch, as any Knaue, who dares 
tell a Lie, and confirme it by Oath, by it may bring any man, or men, how 
Innocent ſoever, into queſtion. We have a long ſtory of Treaſonable words 
ſpoken, and Treaſonable Letters written, by ſeveral ; who all proteſt they 
neuer heard of any ſuch thing, till Oate*s Narratize appeared. And although 
the greateſt part of theſe Letters were ſent by the Common Poſt, yet not 
——_ appears after fo long, ſo diligent ſearch, to confirm the Depofition. 

I lately learnt from a Printed Pamplet, that one Packet, with Letters of 
that nature was ſent from Zeondoxn to Windſore, for Mr. _ : which 
had it fallen, as was deſigned, into other hands, would have been vice as a 
Confirmation of the Plot, & an cuidence againſt Papifts. But by a ſingular 
Pronidence of Almyghty God, he paſſing accidentaly by the Poſt Office, as 
the mayle arriued, called for his Letters,& finding in theſe ſuch unexpected 
horrid contents, he humbly beteeched a very great Perſon to carry themts 
the King: & at the ſame time aſſured him, they were not written by the 
Perſons, whofe names were ſubſcribed. Who writ them, God knows: & 
Mr. Oates, K irby, & Tonge,were they thoroughly examin'd, would diſcouer. 
Mr. Bedingfield did, what was his Duty,in gerring them conveyed {peedilyto 
the K. The Authour of them is alone anfiverable for the Treaſon, they con- 
tained. But he hath his Pardon, which ſecures him from the Iuſtice of 
Man. I wiſh by true Repentance of theſe crying ſins he may avoyde that of 
God: otherwiſe he will be decermed, for God Is not to' be mocked: Gal. 6. 7. 
Or as Mr. Whitebreade faid, he will do-himſelfe mere harme, thew others hane- 
ſuffred from him, though that hath been a great aeale. 
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" I intend to follow the deponent ſtep by ſtep, without omitting one $. or 
Trem, unobſerved : and what I fay ſhall be confirmed by undoubtedly true 
Atteſtations : for although in Equity our Denial ought to be preferred be- 
fore his Aſſeueration accompanied with ſo many contradictions, or even 
without them, ſeing 1» dubio favendum eſt Reo, potiuſquam Attori. Yet I 
I will waue that Title, and proue irrefragably what I advance, with ſuch 
evidence, that unleſs our Adverſarys ſhut their eyes very hard , they ſhall 
ſee our Innocency and the Wrong done us. 

] give a ſummary of each $. for greater clearneſs ; in which I omit no- 
thing materiall, wittingly : except only ſenerall ſeditious, and Traiterous 
words of his Majeſty's ſacred Perſon : Which tending only to leſſen that 
Reuerence, which by all Laws Diuine and Humane 1s due to him, ſhall never 
be repeated by my mouth. nor paſſe my pen, Jt is not without danger, that 
they peep abroade, when fo great a part of our commonalty haue loſt ſo 
much of that Veneration to his Majeſty, to the Royal Family, & to the Go- 
uvernment. Certainly they were never ſpoken by any Papiſt, Monk, or Te- 
ſuit : wherefore many ſuſpect Oates to haue heard them from his Father du- 
ring his youth, & to be the Relicks of the Durt, whic the ſeditious Rab- 
ble greedily deuoured during the Troubles ; and which now is againe di- 
ſperſt, (with what deſigne, is caſily gueſt) although it be done under the 
name of Papiſts, that the Authours may auoyde the rigour of the law. I 
or not anſwer for the Truth of this Iudgment z but certainly it is not 

afh. : 
Did I foreſee theſe Obſeruations would be offenſive to any in Authority, 
& neede an Apology, I would follow Cato*s aduice, and ſuppreſle them. 
But I think no Authority concerned in it, but that of Tus Oates. The Lords 
ERR & Temporall in Parliament, ordred the Printing of it. And we are 
oO far from oppoſing that Order, that we think our ſelues hyghly oblidged 
by it : becauſe by letting vs know what we are accuſed of, with the Perſons 
conſpiring, Time, & Place, where, & when they Plotted, &c. we were ena- 
bled to vindicate our ſelues, which was impoſlible, whileſt we heard nothing 
but the general Tearmes, of Plot, or Conſpiracy, Popich Nobility, & Gentry, 
Prieſts, Benediftins, or Teſuits, &c. At the end of this Narrative we find the 
name of one Magiſtrate, ſir EDA. B. Godfrey : but he only atteſts that it 
was ſworne before him, which may be true, though the thing be falſe in e- 
uery part. Dr. Tonge, & Chr. Kirby are alſo ſubſcribed as Witneſſes to 
Oates*s Oath, & no more. Yet if my Intelligence deceiues me not, they had 
2a greater hand in all, then I will ſpeake at preſent. 

F hope his Majeſty will not be diſpleaſed with harmleſs endeauours to 
vindicate Perſons wrongfully accuſed. I have learn'd of the Holy Ghoſt, 
Prov. 16. 12. that It # an abomination to Kings, to commit wickedneſſe : becanſe 


their Throne 1s by Ryghteonſneſie eſtablist.. And J intend only to _ t F 
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Truth in this greate debate, to make way for Ryghteous Indgments, that his 
Throne may be by them eſtabliſht; and not ſhaken by vnjuſt ſhedding of 1»- 
nocent Bloud, whoſe cry is loud inthe eares of the King of Kings, our Juſt, 
& Mercifull God. To him our dayly Prayers are offred, that the Bloud ſpilt 
vnder coulour of this conſpiracy (but for what real ground, God knows) 
may, like that of Chriſt, call for Mercy ; not, like that of Abel, cry for 1#- 
ſtice, Or Renenge. 

Defence of Life, or Honour is commanded by the law of nature. Should 
we by ſilence ſeeme to admit the Reproaches, of Traitors, Conſpirator s, Plot- 
ters, King-kullers, &c. we were vnht toliue in any ſtate. Conſcrientia mea mihi 
neciſaria eſt apud Deum, ſays S. Auſtin, Fama apud proximum. Our firſt care 
mult be of a good Conſcience : our ſecond, of a good Reputation. The firſt re- 
commends us to God ; the ſecond, to our Neyghbour. None can depriue vs 
of the firſt, without our owne fault : but experience fhews, that the ſecond' 
dependson other men. Yet we are oblidged to maintaine it againſt all Ca- 
Iumnyes, by all lawfull meanes, hauing as much ryght to it, as any man 
hath to his eſtate, or life, vnleſle we forfeit it by ſome real fault, which we 
do not acknowledge in this particular. To comply with this Duty, offen- 
ſiue to none who ſeeke Iuſtice, in defence of Luſtice,I vndertake this Worke: 
Haviug given thee an account of my deſigne, 1 will hercafter direct my 
diſcourſe to the Deponent.

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venre , With the Sword of Inſtice, and fced your Ambition with the vain 
Title of Saviour of your Country. 

S9 the quality of your Addreſs depends on that of your Depoſitions. If 
the be true, no Reward can be too great ; if falſe, no Puniſhment bur vill 
cm too little.zs no crime can be greater than yours,except that of attemp- 
tinz immediately upon the Life of His ſacred Majeſty: for next to that,in e- 
ſteem of the Worldyis the publick Peace,which you have endangered,if not 
broken. 

You boaſt of your i#bred Loyalty ; which neither your Education under a

What will the Encroachments of Presby- 
terians,{ince they appeared,prove ? who have ſhaken not Kings,but Kingſhip, 
not Monarchs,but Monarchy it ſelf? which Encroachments were carriedon 
with that ſtuborn violence.thatthey produced worſe effects in four years,then 
thoſe things,you lay upon the Papi/ts,could in all probability have done, in . 
four thouſand.T o prove this, we necd not examin Records,or readHiſtories, 
our own Memory furniſhes Examples enough, which ſhould not have been ſo 
lightly paſt over, had nothis Majeſty by an unparalelled act of Mercy, for- 
bidden all ſpeech of them;nor mentioned.,did not your Impudence oblige me 
to it.Erſrcoram hominibus dura fit frons tua, erubeſcit coramDeo mens tua.Your 
conſcience gives the Lye to your words,how conhdent ſoever they ſeem.

might eat it without ſcruple. With a like rezſon you accuſe Papiſts,of what ? 
why, it ts kxzown K.lames eſcaped not their poiſon. To whom 1s it known!? & by 
what Revelation ? Thoſe of that time are filent. The Parliament held a while 
after.charged the fact upon a great Peer,no Papiſt.But K.Chartes the I. who 
had beſt means to diſcover the Fact,& moſt reafon to examine it, declared 


there was no ſuch thing. Upon what Author.pt equal Credit, is your know- 
ledg grounded ?

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You paſs thentoTharge Paps/fs with our late barbarons wars ; which,were 
you wile,you would never have mentioned.Becauſe the Papifts in thoſe har- 
deſt times complyed with their Duty to their K.and Country ; 2rd Presby- 
terians failed in all.7 hePaps/7s.12y you were the comrivers of the unnatural war. 
The true Authors of it had a far different opinion ; who be-an their Rebel- 
tion by diſarming Paps/?s,carryed it on by tne death of Priefts,and even ſome 
Laymen,who fe! into their hands,& would have ended jr,with the extirpati- 
on of them all, if their tear of their Fellow-rebel,the 1ndependent,had not di- 
verted their thoughts from {eeking the ruin of others,to ſeek their own pre- 
feruation.Name ore Papiſt, who bore Arms againſt his Majeſty : thouſands 
according to their duty tought for him. This the Rebels knew, & therefore 
where they prevailed,Papiſts were perſecuted either as publick Enemies, or 
private ſpies. Yet you ſay they were chief Attors in the Rebellion!How many 
loſt their lives 1n Battle ? How many were killed jn cold bleood? How many 
loft their Eſtates by Conhication,or their Liberty by Impriſonment ? How 
many were baniſht their Country,meerly for being Papiſts ? we would be (i- 
lent in theſe matters,& reſt content with theTeſtimony of a goodConſience 
to God, & the glory of having done our Duty,before men,did not your (laun- 
ders force us to remember them. 

Wherefore to your impertinent queſtions,l give pertinent Anfwers. Who 
contrived the Rebellion ? Presbyrer:ans. Who inflamed Parties and Paſſions ? 
the Presbyterians, Who carried on the War with Purie and Hand ? the 
Presbyteraars. Who broke the Ux5ridg;e Treaty ? the P resbyterians. Who im- 
poſed the Covenant ? the Presbyrerian;.

Yet theſe are your Allertors of 
Monarchy,which they bind up hard and foor,with Chains: & and the Papilts 
its Enemy , who leaue it the full Liberty of the Law. 

Keep then the Durt of your Rebellion which you ſti! love,to your felues 
throw 1t not at Others,who hate it by aPrinciple of Relizion. Your lives were 
by law forfeited for Trealen : & you enjoy them only by the Kings gracious 
Pardon. When you pretend to lanocency,you renounce that Perdon, & _ 
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feit that only Tenure of your breath,& make your ſelyes obnoxious to the 
Penalties due by Law to Traitors. 

You accuſe Foſeph Simond & Carleton Compton of offringa thouſand Pound 
for his Majeſtys diſconery after his eſcape at Worceſter, for no other reaſon,but | 
that you know the names of no other Jeſuses then alive. At that time they & 
were both at Liege,the one Prefect of ſtudies,the oth2r maſter of Scripture;& 
both together had not one pound at their diſpoſal. Your own Father can in- 
form you of Others nearer home both able and willing to disburſe that, & a 
much greater ſum for a work ſo advantageous to the Good Old Canſe. 

A Conuent of Benedittins,fay you,was maintained by the Uſurper;& Manning 

of the ſame Red Letter,was executed for Treaſon. T hat Conuent mult be in V- 
eopia;for in the known world there is none ſuch. Aſaming whillt aCatholick had 
faithfully ſerved his Prince : & began to be a Traztor,, when he ceaſed to be a 
Catholick , as he declared before his Death. 

By your honeſty in relating things done in the ſight of the ſun, & known 
to all men,we ſee what credit you deſerye in things done in corners & kxowr | 
only to-your ſelf. | 

You ask very wiſely : What Arguments can perſwade them to be true to their 
Iatural,who profeſs Allegiance,out of Conſcience,to a foreign contrary ſoveraign 
I anſwer readily,noEnglhPapi/t doth ſo.

And in this ſenſe he is Foreign to no part of the Church, 
all making one Vinyard in which he his the Chief Workman,one Family, of 
which he 1s the Father, one body of which he is the head under Chriſt, God ©: 
bleſſed evermore. 

Then you lay down the Perſon of a Hiſtorian,and take up that of a Privy 
Counſetlour , and very gravely adviſe the King to truſt to, and rely on his Par- 
liament, (which hath proved ſometimes ſuch a ſtaff to our Kings, as eAgype 
was to Iſrael, Ezech.29.6.6 7.) not to erect an Imperial Paramount ſelf-end,or 
Luft, nor to Rule by Will but by Law: that it is more ſtately to be King of Kings 
(that 1s a King without ſubjects) then a King of ſlaves, 10 you are pleaſed tos, 
call thoſe, who obey the lawful commands of their Souereigns. Where it 1s 
hard to ſay whither is greateſt your preſumption,in giving thele ſeditious ad» ® * 
vices to his Majeſty,or your Folly in thinking them neceſſary,or your Malice 
in preſenting them, as if they were. You had ſeen your ſelf repreſented as 
King,in a Pack of Chards,& would willingly be ſo in reality : that the Kings 
ſtate might be greater,not by Commanding, no, have a care of that ; but by 
being the firſt amongſt ſuch Kings as you would be.

Edmund Bury Godfrey by yoxr ſelf. Another clear Lye: for page 62. your 
ſelf, and Sir Edm. B. Godfrey, aflure it was ſworn on the twenty ſeventh of 
September. 

By this your Reader may gueſs what ſincerity he is to expect from you in 
the following MNarrative.,of which he meetes ſo little in your Addreſs to 
him. Indeed your writings like the Cadmzan brood,fight againſt, and ruine 
one another. They are like Chymeras, which being compoled of Contradi- 
ctions,one part deſtroys the Other.

Wryght, W. Morgan, and Mr. Ireland, were employed to preach 
as Presbyterians to the diſaffetted Scots, &c. Obſervation, you have two lyes 
here. The firſt, that there was a Letter with thoſe Contents. "There never 
was any ſuch Letter. Sce Atteſtation G. And it appears it could never be : 
for it never was practiſed amongſt Jeſuits , that many ſhould ſign their 
names with the Provincial. See Atteſt. C. And I defire this be taken notice 
of, the ſame miſtake frequently occurring, whence we may ſze how little 
you know of Jeſuits Letters. 

Your other lye is, that any were ſent to Scor{and. No Engliſh Jeſuit was 
ever ſent thither. As for thoſe three you name ; M. Wryght was infirm, and 
thought Conſamptive, and went to England for his health, and was ſhortly 
after recalled to finiſh his Studies.

T here is not 
one word of that, in the Oath of thoſe Colledges. All it containes is, to 
demeane themſelues pezceably in the Colledege, to take Orders, when 
thought fit by ſuperiors, & to returne to their Country.

D. K. O. Q. The Perſons named Proteſt , they never 
heard of any ſuch thing, till they ſaw the Varratine. : 

Narrat. P. 3. $. 5. F. Saiman writ that the K. of England was poyſoned, and 
the Duke ſhould be ſo too, &c. 

Obſer. Here is another lye : nether F. Sw:man, nor any other euer heard 
any ſuch news. 

Narrat. Þ. 4- $. 6. R. Strange, F. Gray, & I. Keynes 1n a letter, (which the 
Deponent ſaw with the ArehBishop of Tuam, at Madrid, 1n F. Suiman's 
Chamber) fayd, They vyied all meanes to procure Perſons to diſpatch the 
King.

when you were turned out, you neuer lodged one nyght out of the Colledge 
of Yalladolid : 1o vnleſle you were in two places atthe ſame time, you were 
not at Maarid. 

Narrat. Þ. 4. $. 7. At the ſame time in Madrid the Deponent ſaw 4 letter 
from R. Strange, F. Gray, Keynes, B. Langworth, I. Fenwick, F. Jreland, & 
F. Harcourt, which expreſt their ſorrow, the buſineſſe was not done, through the 
faint-heartedneſi of their man William.

The ſecond : that he ſent you from ulladolid on the 3. of Nouember, & 


there gaue you the letter dated on that day. You left /.z:do!zd on the 30. of 
Ottober, & arriued at Bilbao on Nowember 3. fee Atteſt. M. you are very vo- 
fortunate in timing your Depolitions. 

Athird, that ever there was any ſuch letter. (re Atteſt. G. Who, (vnlelle as 


ſhallow headed as your {elt) can beleive, 1. that the Pronincial of Caſgile 
C 2 ſhould 
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ſhould with ſuch a reward allure the Engliſh Tefuits to attempt, that which 
as you ſay, he knew already they deſigned, and needed rather a Bridle then 
ſpurs, in that buſineſſe ? 2. that he, whoſe Authority was confined to his 
Prouince, & could not diſpoſe of any monys belonging to it, but for the 
good of his owne Prouince, ſhould diſpoſe of ſuch a ſumme, for ſuch an in- 
tent ? 3. that he ſhould truſt you with ſuch a letter, whom he newly caſt out 
of the Colledge, and ſent thence diſgracefully, for your inſuffrable quali- 
ties, and who was not taken for a good Catholick.

This was never 
done by Ieſuits. ſee Atteſt. C. 

To heare you ſpeake, a man would think nothing more ordinary in Ie- 
ſuits letters, then to write of poyſoning, ſhooting, ſtabbing, cutting off, diſ- 
patching, &c. Kings. Yetl hear that moſt, or all their Letters of ſeveral 
years were found, & peruſed, by Authority, & not one word found infinua- 
ting any ſuch thing. Which ſufficiently confutes your ſtories of this nature. 

Narrat. Þ. 6. $. 10. The ſame Fathers writ other Letters to Leſhee, with 
thanks for his Charity, and care of propagating the the Catholick Religion. Which 
Letters the Deponent carryed to $. Qmers, and thence to Paris, and delinered 
them into the hands of Leſhee. 

Obſeru. your whole Iourny to Paris, isa lye. You arrived at S. Omers on 
the 10. of December ſtilo nouo, and ſtayed there till the 23. of une, except- 
ing only two days, which you paſt at Wartez. See Atteſt. D. I heare, that 
when you were asked, in what houſe of the Ieſuits you ſaw P. de la Chaize 
(that is his name) You anſwered, in the. Ieſuits houſe, which is cloſe by (or 
next dore to) the Kings Palace, the Lownre. If this be tru, it ſhews you as 
greate a ſtranger to P. de la Chaize, as by another anſwer it appeared you 
were to Don Fohy. 

Sarrat. p. 6. $. 11. R. Aſhby shewd the Deponent, at his returne from Paris 


a let- 
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4 letter from R. Strange, & others in London, ſhewing, that they had ſtirred 
vp to Rebellion the Scots Presbiterians, and that 20700. would be in Armes, if 
France broke with Englahd. That a way was made for french to land in Jrland. 
That Irish Catholcks would riſe, & 4co00 Blacke Bills were ready for them. 
Obſeru. Here you have as many Lyes, as Pericds. for 

You neuer returned from Pars, having never been there. ſee Atteſt. D. 
Never was ſ{vch a Letter written. ſee Atteſt. G. 

No lIngliſh Ieſuit ever dealt with ſcots Presbiterians. 

Nor Iriſh Papiſts diſpoſed to Rebell. 

Nor any Blackbills prepared. 

Nor way made for french Landing. 
Narrat Þ.7. $. 12. F. By letters of the 18. of December it was ſpecifyed, that 
Thomas White,alias Whitebreade was made Prouincial ;, who ordred F.G eorge 
Coniers to preach in the Sodality Church on $. Thomas of Canterburys day «- 
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gainſt the Oaths of Allegiance & ſupremacy ;, and exhorted the Fathers to ſtand by 
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the new Prouincial, who would be as zealous to promote Religion,as his Predeceſſor. 

Obſeru. you give here a whole couy of Lyes. firſt Mr. Thom. Whitebreade 
was not declared Prouincial till the 14. of Far. 1678. ſoe could not order 
that ſermon for S. Thomas day in December, before he had any power to ar- 
der. 

Againe it is Iimpertinent, to ſay, the Provincial at a diſtance ſhould or- 
der, who ſhould make a particular ſermon. Thatis left always to the Re- 
tors, who being uppon the Places, know the conuenience, which each one- 
bath for ſuch a task. 

Thirdly it is falſe, that he was ordred to preach againſt the Oaths. He 
himſelf, & thoſe who heard that ſermon, proteſt there was not one word of 
the Oaths in it. And this appears in the Copy he keepes of it. 

4- It is a fiction of your ſhallow braine, to ſay that F. Coriers ſhould be or- 
dred to exhort all to ſtand by their vew Prouincial.

G. E. Indeed 
if they had a Deſigne to give ſuch informations to P. Leshee, they woufd 
have directed their letters ſtreyght to him : unlelſle he pretend they could 
not write Latin, in which Icſuits are ſeldome defective.But why they ſhould 
ſend ſuch a letter to S. Vmers,q tnence to be conveyghed to Pris, I know-no 
reaſon, except it were, with intention 1t ſhould be ſhowne to you, their 
great Agent. 

Narrat. Þ. 8. v9. 15. In the ſame Letter was ſpecified that Richard Nic.Blun- 
del was by Patent from the Provincial made Ordinary of Newgate , to viſit the . 
condemned Priſoners : and to catechize ſome youth inthe City of Lona2n, whom 
he teacheth Treaſonable and mutinons Doftrines. 


Obſer. You -here deliver many Lyes, the firſt is, that. there eyere were any 
{uch Letters, as I ſayd already. 


The 2. that Teſuits should become Ordinarys.Their being ordinary is a thing 
unheard of even in Catholick countrys. 


The 3. That this was done by Patent from the Prouincial. The Provincial 
givesno offices by Patent. 

The 4. That that Father ( whoſe name you know not )) ſhould teach the 
youths Treaſonable, & Mutinons Dottrine. T his is not only falſe ; but impro- 
bable alſo : and Ieſuits might be begged for fooles, if they delivered ſuch 
doctrines to Children, or youths. 

If the Provincial did employ one in works of charity, did order him to 
viſt the Priſoners, ſent to them ſome Almes, according to his ability, re- 
commended to the ſame Perſon, to comfort the unfortunate condemned 
Perſons in their deſolate condition, to exhort them to ſorrow for their ſins, 
which brought them to that diſgraceful end, & to prepare them to end well 
this miſerable life, leaſt that ſhameful Puniſhment due to their ſins paſt 
Mould deliver them over to more dreadful executioners, & more grieuous 
Paines in the other world, if I fay he did ſo, & did it out of theſe mo- 
tives, I know nor-, beſides your ſelfe, ſo great an Atheiſt, as to blame him 
for it.

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Obſeru.. I will note here only two of your Iyes : Thefirſt, that many Te- 
ſuits ioyned to pine thoſe orders, and ſigned theſe Letters, Which was neuer 
done, as is often noted, 

A ſecond that Thom. White, as Prouincial, writ them, He was not Prouinci- 
al, till the 14. of January, & came not to London, till about the 12. ſo could 
haue no hand in theſe pretended Letters , dated on 1. or 2. as you ſay. But 
more of thele letters, on the next $. 

Yon ſeem quite thorough your fabulous Narratiue to repreſent S. Omers, 
35 the center of all Ieſuits Tranſactions, & Letters. Thoſe from or for Lo- 
don, Bruges, Rruſſelles, Paris, Madrid, Rome, Vienna, Valladolid, &c. all paſle 
that way. For what reaſon I know not, unleſle it were, becauſe that greate 
man, you Mr. 7Titzs Oates, was there : for all who know S. Omers, know 
there is ſcarle a conſiderable towne in the low-country's worſe ſerued with 
Letters , than that, whileſt it was under the Obedience of the Spaniards. 
Which 1s in ſome manner amended, fince it changed its Maſter ; yet ſtill it 
yields to moſt other townes of the ſame bigneſle, in certain, & ſpeedy corre- 
ſpondence. Nether can you pretend it ſhould be in conſideration of the 
College, ſeing that of Liege takes place of it. But you were at S. Omer:, &

Obſeru. Seing you heard theſe words, when the Letters were receiuned, 
they never were ſpoken, for there were no ſuch Letters. ſee Atteſt. E.K.Q. 

Your lyes in this, & the precedent article do- interfere. Theſe Letters 
were written at London, on the 1. or 2. let it be on the x. it muſt be on the 2. 
carly before they left Londoa,& you ſay here they were recciued on the 3.at 
S. Omers, in the morning, for on the afrernoone you heard that diſcourſe, at- 
ter their receipt. Now I appeale to the Poſt-Officers, whither Letters go at 
that rate, as to be in little more then 2.4 hours carryed from Londor to S. O- 
mers.

E. K. O. Q. And we need no fur- 
ther diſproof of this Fable, then to ſee ſo many leſuits writing the ſame Let- 
ters : which is a tranſcendental fiftion. | 

Narrat. Þ- 11. $. 18. Letters from Talbot Arch Bp. of Dublin expreſt the 
vigilancy of Jeſuits in Ireland, to prepare People to riſe. That in caſe of war with 
France, a place should be open to receiue the french army, and that E.N. & W.B. 
carryed this intelligence to F. Leſhee. 

Obſeru. All this is falſe. All the Ieſuits of S. Omers unanimouſly proteſt, 
they never heard of any ſuch Letters, but by the Narratiue : and none went 
to Paris, on any ſuch account. ſee Atteſt. E. 

Narrat. P. 12.5. 19. Letters ſubſcribed by Tho. White, turned the ſpeeches 
of his Majefty,& the Lord Chancellour,C the votes of Parliament into Burleſque, 
and gave notice, that Pickering's attempt upon the King, miſcarryed, the flint of 
his piſtol being looſe. whoſe negligence affiifted them all. 

Obſeru. I wonder you aid not ſay, that Mr. White writ Lamentations on ſo 
doleful a ſubjett as that miſcarriage was : but that in ſuch a doleful conjun- 
Cture he fffould be ſo pleaſant, is very extraordinary to all, who know how 
far he was always from that Joaking lexvity. The mean while both points of 
this Letter were as greate news to the Ieſuits at S. Omers, as to any in Eng- 
land, for not one of them ever heard of them, till you began to deceiue 
the world with your lyes.

or atiy thing like them no. After almoſt 2 yeares ſearch the World is as far 
from any lyght,as at firſt : & all ſtill relyes on your worthleſſe word,or more 
worthlefſe Oath. All perſons named to haue either written,or received thoſe 
Letters,proteſt they never heard any thing of them, but from you. Soe I will 
ſcore themall vp together amongſt your lyes, and paſſe to your 25 $. where 
there is ſomething new. 

White, & other Jeſuits writ a Letter on the 10. of 
March, in which were very reproachful contemptible expreſſions of the Clergy.

But you will miſſe of your aime : for the 
words beare ſo euidently the CaraCcter of your wit, that we need not ſeeke

-of them, but who think they deſerue them. Had you moderated your Ma- 


lice, & mollified your expreſſions, you had found more credit, & by aiming 
at leſle hurt, would have done more. Whereas by over-doing the thing, you 
haue done juſt nothing; and your Calumny, like the ſpeare in the fables, 
cures the wound it makes.

Here having beene an account giuen to the publick of this Congregation,

For Confirmation of this, I 


appeale to the Conſtitutions of the Ieſuits, which are in the hands of many 
Proteſtants, and:may.be found in.S. Paule?s Church-yard (as I heare:) and 


to the Teſtimony of any leſuit living. 
The number of which-it is Compoſed, is forty : which is made up out of, 


firſt; the affual ſuperiors ; ſecondly, the Procurator of the Pronince : thirdly,ſo. 


many of the ancienteſt Profeft Fathers,as with the others make-up that num- 
ber. And. of juſt ſo many that held in 1678. was Compoſed,

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| This Congregation had but two meetings, on the 24. and 26. of Aprij, 
| file wveteri. And ſeuerall of thoſe, who met, on that very day 26. of Aprit, 
left the Towne : all haſtned away aſſoone as poflible. The Rettor of Liege 
had the longeft Iourny, yet was at that place on the 16. May. tl. ver. (as 
may be ſeene by the Day-booke of that Colledge) although he had a very 
| flow paſlage by Sea, ſtaid one whole day at Rot: erdam, another at Antweype, 
i and a third at ?ruſells.

The 3. that they met at the White-hor/: Taxerne. They are all ready to 
ſweare, they never met there : ſeuerall have proteſted to me, they did not 
know of any ſuch Tanerne in the Strand, __ you informed them of .

And very many of thoſe 
aſſembled were at their reſpeCtiue Reſidences before May. 

Another lye is, that you were there : you were all that time at S. Omers 
How you hauealtred your ſtory | Colma7?s triall Þ. 20. By a Patent from Ie- 
ſuits you were of the Conſult. Now you are cited only by the common Let- 
rer, and are not of it, but attend it as Letter carryer. It is ſtrange that le- 
ſuits, whoſe fac torum & grand Agent you were, ſhould employ your rare 
talents in ſo meane an office, which any Boy, or common Porter would have 
done! Or that your hygh ſpirit did diſdaine that employment ! But it ſeems 
yo would rather play {mall game, then fit out : ſo finding your ſtory of 
the Patent, & your being of the Conſult ridiculous, you thruſt your ſelf up. 
on it. as a meane Attendant. But if this were all your employment; what 
need of your callinz from beyond ſees ? Thoſe who had truſted Treaſon- 
abte Letters ſo long together to Common Poſts, & their Fattors, might haue 
truſted theſe Concerns to the firſt Porter they met : or have made vie of F7o- 
neſt William, or aukward Pickering, or ſome of thoſe thouſands, whom they 
had engaged in thePlot. J deſire you to ſatisfy theſe doubts.

But what a fit ſubject to deliberate on, do you, their Task-Maſter appoint

wy. Scotland, Ireland, & leuerall parts of England, ſpoke of it, as a thing re- 
ſolued on : That men were hired 1 effect it by Piffol, by Gun, by Doren by 
Poyſon : That ſome of theſe Ruffians had beene puniſht for not performing 
what they had vndertaken.

When I conſider, our Nation capable, to 
be impeſcd vppon by ſuch ridiculoys ſtorys, I am halfe aſhamed to owne my 
felf of it.

"ved an-humble Addreſle from you to be admitted into. the Soczery. He had 
then no acquaintance with, and but little knowledge of you : yet that lit-

- your Aeſires of being a leſuit, they giving you little encouragement to hope 
For good fucceſle, as indeed thoſe who knew you had reaſon, you ſaid, 7 
ſhall either be a Teſuit or a Tudas. And to another you ſaid, If 1 am not a le- 
-foeit,, I ſhall be damned. When the Proxencial had informations as far, as was 
neceſſary, to frame-ajudgment of your good parts and qualities, he cauſed 
you to be called to his Chamber, 'and hauing told you what was blamed in 
you; and adviſed you to be for the future more conſiderate in your mg 
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and civil in your behauior, otherwiſe you would draw on your ſelf ſome 
Miſchiefe, or at leaft be vnfit for any civil Company, he told you, he 
thought it not conuenient to admit you into the ſociety. This refuſall you 
took as a great affront done to a man of your parts, that after all your hy- 
pocritical inſinuations, you ſhould: be rejected: So in a great Pallion you 
ſaid; By the linzng God, I will be rexenged. The night before you went from 
S. Omers, yov were found upon the Altar in the Sodality Church, with your 
arms ſtretched out. And being asked what you did there at that unſeaſonable 
time ? (it was late.) you anſwer'd ; I am taking my leaue of Teſus Chriſt. Vp- 
on which I will make no Commentaries, nor gueſs at your meaning or in- 
tention ; but only relate, as an extravagant action, as indeed all yours are : 
and I am of. Opinion, that thoſe who conuerſe. with you.in Erglard, fince 
your return thither, can encreaſe this Legend, if they pleaſe.

We thought your attendance on D. Fogarthy, was to get your 
ſelf cured of your fulſome diſeaſe ; but it ſeems it was to get informati- 
ons of the Plot. It the other were intended, you have paid off your No- 
tor compleatly : even as you haue done the Jeſnits, who relieved you in 
your want. Your whole report of. the Pretended Conſult, is one lye ; the 
contract with Sir G.}W.a ſecond ; the hiring of the four Ruſhans, a third. 

We have feen-what uſe may be made of theſe blank Accuſations. This, 
of the four Ruffians was filled by Femiſon?s naming four Innocent Perſons ; 
for no other reaſon, but that he might get a falſe witneffes reward where- 
with to pay his debts, and ſupply his wants of money. And who can aſfure 
himſelf, his name ſhall not ſhortly be inſerted into ſome of the other 
blanks ?

. Guiny to the Meſſenger. Thence you go to Ferwick?s lodging, there you 


hear the Commiſſion ſent to Fexwick to deſire the Provincial to informe 
Leſhee with the Iriſh affairs : That you read the Memorial, and ſaw the 
names. Thence you go to Mrs. Sanders, meet the ten Fathers, hear the Con- 
tents of the Memorial, and the Inſtructions from their mouths : After you 
g0to Mr. Keynes's, meet with D. F ogorthy, ſee Letters from Beddingfield, 
Blundel, and Ferwick; another to Bedding field : take an account of fouricore 
other Letters, their Contents, to whom directed, how ſent away, &c. Item 
of another Letter to Mr. Peters, with its Contents, and ſaw it uncyphred. 
Then you poſt to meet with D. Toxge, but miſling him at his lodging, away 
you haſten to Grays-Inne-Walks, and meet with Mr. Conmers, from whom 
you receive an account of his ſtay in Town: of his deſign to Afaſſioate the 
King, the Dagger provided for it, where this was bought, its price, and 
the manner of uſing it. Then you return to Dr. Torpe, and meet him. After 
that you meet with Blundel, and a Bag of Muſtard-balls, or Fire-balls, or 
what you pleaſe. A biting ſawce it was; and indeed after ſuch labours, it 
was time to think of meat. Sure this day had been as long, as that on 
which /oſua fought the Philiſtins, and your ſelf as buſie,as Menechmus ſeek- 
ing his Brother. But you area Poet, and have a Tragedy in hand, and can 
diſpoſe 2nd order the Stage, as you pleaſe, and appoint your Actors to 
meet you when, & where you pleaſe, & ſay what you pleaſe.

Fenwick*s Cham- 
ber was ſearched, all his Papers ſeized on, P carefully examined, & Es

Obſeru. Not one true word. For 1. there never was a meeting of Jngliſh 
Teſuits 2t Edinburgh. Nor 2. any Jngliſh leſuits in Scotland. Nor 3. Loxel, 
nor 4. any man of his euer there. Nor 5. any correſpondence of Jngliſh Te/#- 
its in Scotland. Nor 6. any knowledge of aftayres of that Kingdome, but 
from the publick Gazetes. | 

Narret. ÞP. 53. $. 74. Th. White writ from S. Omers on the 4. of Septem- 
ber nou. ſtil. ro Ric. Blundel, that rwelue Jeſuits were ſent into Scotland with 
LOCO |. from the french King to keepe up the commotions there, that he myght land 
an A-my. And that they were to carry themſelnes as Non-conformiſt Mi- 


niſters amongſt the Presbiterians. 


Obſern. We haue here many lyes. Firſt, there is no Rich. Blundel amongſt 


the Inzliſh Jeſuits. 2. there never was any ſuch Letter received, ſee Atteſt. 
S. 3. The ſum of 1cco!. for ſuch a deſign, is ridiculous. 4. that Jeſwirs 
ſhould pafſe for Non-conformiſt Miniſters. No Ieſwit takes the qualiey of 
any miſter at all. 

Yet it were for the publick good, that this lye were belieued by the Pres- 
biterians, to diminiſh the credit of thoſe Miniſters, who are Flabella ſeditio- 
num, Trumpetters of ſedition & Rebellion. Were they ſilenced by that loſs of 
credit, the Publick would enjoy more quiet, then can be hoped for, whilſt 
thoſe fattious Men haue influence on ſo proud, ſo ſtubborze, & ſo potent a

Ireland, for whoſe good ſuccefſe he would pray. 

Obſeru. It is falſe, there ever was any ſuch Letter. ſce Atteſt. $. Had 
there beene ſo horrid a Plot, as you deſcribe, & he heard it was diſcoucred, 
he ſhould haue ordred all the Conſpirators to deſiſt; ſecure their Perſons, 
make away their Papers, & do ſome of thoſe things, which Feare on ſuch oc- 
caſions ſuggeſts to Guilty Perſons. But to command them to go on, is Non- 
ſenſe : and none can belieue it, but iuch as haue as ſhallow heads, & as little 
common ſenſe, as the Inuentor of theſe lyes. Here again 48 is taken for 
the King, a thing unheard of among _ [t 15no lefle vnreaſonable, that 
thanks ſhould be ordred to Fogerthy & the Irsſh. Had you fayd, he, (Mr. 
White) had deſired their Prayers, for the Preſeruation of himſelf & his 
whole Prouince, & all Catholickes, you might haue been belieued, this car- 
rying ſome proportion with the ſtate into which they were unauoidably en- 
tring.

None, who knew Mr. W/zze, even when in his vigour, will believe it 
probable that he ſhould beate 1o ſtout a man as you ſhew your ſelf : much 
leſle when he was in ſo weake a condition, as he came in to London, as be- 
ing almoſt caſt down by the ficknetle contratted at Antwerpe, which carried 
away his ſpcius, Aco, & brought him to death's dore. ls it probable, that 
ether he, who could ſcarce ſtand, ſhould have ſo much Courage, as to beat 
you, or you {o much Patience, asto beare it, from a man, whom you.could 
Tun down with a finger ? let that paſle. _

Mr. White having vented his vndigeſted Choler, comes to himſelf again, 
and offers to forgiue what is paſt, upon condition you would diſcouer the Par- 
ſon, who went with you to the King : telling you, he would haue him ſecurd, & kil- 
led. And that when you had betrayed your friend to death, you ſhould be ſent be- 
yord ſeas, there to receive a like reward doubtleſſe. And he candidly tells 
you, you ſhou'd not deceine him, no : & for that reaſon he would giue you 
no mony for your lourny ; but would hire you a Coach, & defray your char- 
es on the way. Inſt as if a Conſtable ſhould bid a Thiefe firſt to diſcouer his 
fellow,whom he would hang; then go to ſuch a place,where he wou'd find 
ſome m-n ready to ſeize on him, & ſecure him from eſcaping out of their 
hands, wou!d carry him to a ſafe lodging, which would be payd for him by 
the Publick. Wonderous Wiſe! Yet this is not all. As if Mr. White had for- 
gotten, tat you endeavoured to preuent the miſchiefe intended to Weſt- 
minſter, by the diſcouery you had made of it ; but {ti1l were a zealous Conſpi- 
rator : he bids you not to be ſolicitous for your ſhare ofthat worke of Dark- 
neſſe, becauſe another would ſupply your place. 

I ſhall defire of thoſe, who can believe this nonſenſe, one fauour, which 
I think cannot in Iuſtice be denied, that wheneuer they heareleſuits called 
Polititians, they ſay it isa Calumny : for they are the ſtupideſt ſyllyeſt crea- 
tures that walke on the face of the Earth. For ſuch muſt be the chiefeſt of 
them, if what is here ſaid be true. 

What I know of that meeting, is this. You made your addreſſes to Mr. 
White after his returne to London, to be admitted into the ſociety. But your 
Petition was as coldly received as before. Then you deſired a Gentleman to 
intercede for you, ether to procure your admiſſion, or a Penſion to ſubſiſt 
with beyond ſeas : & told him, that if ether of theſe things were granted, 
you would give up an accuſation conſiſting of aboue fifry Articles, which at 
the next Parliament would be exhibited againſt the Teſuirs. We have ſince 
learnt by Printed Pamphlets, compoſed by ſuch as had reaſon to know all the 
particulars, that ſome part of this Narrative had beene preſented to his 
Majeſty before & you in your preface to the Reader ſay fo too, & haply Mr. 
White had received ſome inkling of it : & by that you had engaged your ſelf 
to make it as good, as little Wit, great Malice, and Perjury could. What 
could then have moved you to renew that requeſt, which you were ſure 
would be rejeCted,l know not, ualeſſe it be,that had either of the two things 
beene granted, you would have thence ether confirmed your intimacy with 
Teſuits, or alleadged it as a bribe proffred to corrupt you. At leaſt for theſe 
reaſons Mr. White reſolued to leaue you to your own courſes, to vent your 
malice, as you had begun, and would continue; relying the mean while up- 
on bis owne Innocency,the luſtice of the Nation, and the Mercy of the King; 
arming himſelf the meane while with Patience to ſuffer what extremity 
might befall him, and his. Accordingly he kept his ordinary todging, = 

move 
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moved no Papers, left all thoſe vnder his condutt in their ordinzry ſtations, 
&c. Which had he, or they, beene conſcious of the leaſt Gnilt, could never 
be. This a!one to Polterity will be a convincing proofe of his Innocency, 
were there rothing elſe. 

Nar:at. P. 55-$.18. On thes. of September, Pickering reld the Deponexr, 
that Coniers was gone to Windore,, and would thence goto my Lord Brudne1s 
houſe. 
fern, This lye is incredible : for by that time, all about the Court, & 
many Papiſts in the ſuburbs, knew you to have malicious deſignes. But this 
lye may comfort the leſuits, becauſe cthers are repreſented as great Foolcs, 
or Mad-men, as themſelves. 

Narrat. Þ. 55-$. 79. The Deponent at night heard White , and others talk of 
diſpoſing of a Perſon Tho had betrayed them, by feetng a Coachman to take him up, 
and carry him beyond ſeas, and thcre make him confeſſe who had beene with the 
King. Hearing this, he flank away,, and changed his lodging that nyght. 

Obſeru. What ſhould ſo fright you now, who were ſo unconcerned be- 
fore, when the Provincial declared to you, that very method of conveygh- 
ing you away, I cannot gueſle : vuleſſe it were, that before you were cer- 
tainly meant, & here you knew it only by Conjettures, no bcdy being 
named. 

Narrat. P.56. $. 1. That the Deponent returned to his lodging the day follow- 
ing : where Grig\1on told him the danger he was in, for offending the Jeſuts. That 
that night one Stratford, employed by Teſuits, aſſaulted the honſe, with intention 
to kill him, broke down a dore : but being obſerved by ſervants, he broke ſome quar- 
ries of Glaſs, and retired. 

Obſeru. Your ſudden return to your own lodging, & your inclinati- 
onto the ſex, gives occaſion to ſurmiſe your lodging abroad that night, ro 
have proceeded from ſomething elſe then fear of 7e/irs*: Otherwiſe you 
would not ſo ſoon haue expoſed your precious ſelf to fuch mercileſs Ruffiars, 
as it ſeems the Jeſuits are, eſpecially your fear being renewed by Grig/or. 
ſuppoſe your lodging was really aſſaulted, ( of which J doubt, as having no 
ground to belieue it, beſides your Lying word) how do you know the Affail- 
ant was Stratford; or that he is a Papiſt ; or intended to kill you; and not 
to ſteale; or that he was fet on by Jeſuits ? Why was not he purſued, or ta- 
ket in Flagranti, being oblerued by many ſeruants ? Here you flept, as 
all great wits do ſometimes , or elſe you would , after your ordinary man= 
ner, have introduced ſome Je/axzt acquainting you with all. But, which is 
more, in 1rland's tryal, you ſwore Whitebreade was the man who aſſaulted 
your lodging. And when any man elſe 1s to be tried, it fhall be he, if you 
have no other matter againſt him.

ankſt ether deftroy the Teſuits, or they wonld deſtroy him. Item, that the Brſhop of 
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Rocheſter ſayd;, he (the Biſhop) would lead them ſnch a dance, as they nener 
followed ſence the foole, their Founder, + neon; in the world. 
Obſeru. You have made as good ule as you could of that friendly aduice, 

& haue done more towards the ruine of Jeſuits, then could haue been ima- 

ined, conſidering the cleerneſle both of their Janocency, and of your lyes, 
& Perjury. Y et your worke 1s not done: {ome Jeſuits are yet alive, and the 
world begins to be weary of ſhedding their Jnnocent blood, to fatisfie your 
deſire of Revenge. Which is an Antidote againſt your Poy ſon. 
As to the Biſhop of Rocheſter, I never heard he had a Papiſt of his boſome- 
counſel: nor that he thought the leſuits Founder a foole : the wiſe, & learn- 
ed world, of which he isa Part, hath a far different opinion of the JTeſaats 
Founder. It is alſo news, that he, or any other Proteſtant Biſhop (amongft 
whom I ſcarce reckon him of Lzncolne) lead this dance: if any did, they 
ſoon deſiſted, foreſeing it would dance them out of their Reuenues, & Chur- 
ches, & the whole ſtate into Confuſion. At which the Presbiterian Party, 
whole Inſtrument you are, aimes, 2nd which they endeauour by a Per ſecuti- 
on of Papiſts in. 1679. as they compaſt it by another leſle violent, in 1642. 


CHAPTER IX. 


Of the Commiſſions givento Noblemen. 


Arrat. p. 58. A liſt of ſuch Noblemen, & Gentry, as are in this Conſpira- 
cy, whoſe names occurre at preſent. Lerd Arundel of Wardour, Lord Chan- 
cellour., &C. 
Obſeru. Here is another Accuſation, with a blank left for any, whome you 
{hall hereafter deſign to ruine : whom in due time you will call to mind. 
Narrat. Al! theſe had their Commiſſions, or Patents, ſtamped by the General of 
the Teſuits loannes Paulus d?Olina. 
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Obſern. How comes it, that you having had the diſtribution of theſe Com- 
miſſions, ( as you ſaid before the Parliament, & in ſeveral tryals, & in this 
Narratize P. 59.) ſhould not have kept one at leaſt of them, to Conuince the 
world, there is ſomething true? How comes it about, that not one ofall 
theſe Noblemen & Gentlemen, ſhould know of their owne Commiſſions, or 0 
the Deſigne ? that not one Commiſſion ſhould be found by all thele ſearches ? 
how happens it, that you ſhould not know the General of the Ieſtits name, 
nor ſeale, as 1 have ſayd in the Preface ? If your Memory failed you in a 


matter ſo often occurring, what credit doth it deſerve in things which oc- 
an_ hut ence ? And if you are forſworne in this, who will belicue you in 
the reſt ? 

Let us conſider the probability of this ſtory, from the qualitys of the 
Perſons, who are ſaid, to have given, and received theſe Commiſſions. You 
ſay,a ſuperiour of Religious men by his Patents makes a Chanceleur,the Secre- 
taryes of State, the General & ſubordinate Officers of the Army,in fine diſpoſes 
as 
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as Soveraigne, of all Offices, Ci! and Afilitary of the whole Kingdome. 
An attempt not to be parallelPd, but by that of Zucifer to be like God. All 
the world knows, that the Authority of Religious Supertiours, as ſuch, even 
in Catholick Countrys, 1s confined within the Wails of their Order, and 
reaches 1o perſons, but ſuch as by their own voluntary a& ſubmit them- 
ſelves to it : That the General of the Jeſuits hath no power over his own 
Religious, longer then they continue ſuch , forit any cf them be raiſed by 
a ſuperior Power to an Ecclcliaſtical L-jgnity, or diimiſt fer their miſde- 
meanours, his Authority reaches them nor. '1 his being known to all, who 
know any thing of the Catholick World, who can imagin ſuch a Superiour 
ſhould on a ſudden take upon him Regal Authority, and diſpole of all Tem- 
poral Dignities and Offices, which is an Act of Supreme Juriſdiction ? 

As for the Perſons receiving Commiſſions, they are the Engliſh Catho- 
lick Nobility, and Gentry. And although many of them never dealt with 
Jeſuits, even in ſpiritual things, had little kindnefle for them, further then 
they are obliged by being parts of the ſame'Myltical Body, the Church : 
yet, as you ſay, all unanimouſly ſubmit to the uſurpation of that Religious 
man. They all knew, that their Anceſtors, of the tame Principles, Religion 
to God, and Allegiance to their Prince, had conſtantly refuſed to own any 
Temporal Authority in the Pope, although grounded, 7s was alledged, 
on the King's free gift. Yet now this ſame bcdy of men is ſaid to own a 
much greater Authority 1n one of the Pope*s Under-Officers. This ſtrange 
Tran{action is made, and nothing of, or about it appear, but in your NVar- 
rative | Not one of them refuſe to ſubmit, or at leaſt demur ! not one diſ- 
dain to become Subjects to a Poore Religious Man ! Not one acknowledge 
the fault, although they were aſſured ” their pardon, anda good reward 
to boot ! Thateven thoſe, who to free themſelves from vexatious Priſons, 
changed their Religion, ſhould be conſtant in denying the Plot! And which 
is more, this thing 1o ridiculous, ſo incredible, ſo morally, or even Phyſical- 
ly impoſlible, is to be believed upon the ſingle word, and Oath, of a man 
faithleſs to God, and honourleſs to men ; one who ſcarce ever ſpoke a true 
word, and who deſerves no credit even when he {peaks probable things. 
The Devil was a Lyar fromthe beginning 3 and you, from your Cradle. A 
wiſe man having weighed theſe Motives ſ{erioully,although he knew nothing 
of the particular faCts, concluded, that either nhat Homer and Ovid writ of 
__ Gods, & X op of Beaſts, were no Fables, or the Engliſh Conſpiracy is a 
Fable. 

Yet O juſt Judgment of Almighty God ! The Finger of God is here. It hath. 
found credit. Indeed our Nation, or q great part of it, having rejected ma- 
Ny Divine and faving Truths, revealed by the H. Ghoſt, the Spirit of Truth, 
preacht by the Rica the Doctors of Truth, *and handed down to us by 
the Church, the Pillar of Truth, deſerves {uch blindneſs, as to Wy y- 
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robable Lyes, ſuggeſted by the Devil, the Father of Lyes, and delivered' 

y you, who are a faithful Diiciple of that faithleſs Maſter ; to whoſe in- 
ſtructions cf lying, you have always adhered, in whoſe Schoo! you are ſuch 
a Proficient, that no Hiſtory, to my remembrance, furniſhes your equal. 
Hear the Apoitle : Quia charitatem veritatis non receperint, ut ſalvi fierent : 
#deo. mutet illis Deus operationem erroris, ut credant MEND ACIO ,, Ut juds- 
centur omnes, qui non crediderunt veritats ;, ſed conſenſerunt iniquitati. Becauſe 
they received not the love of Truth, that they might be ſaved, therefore God ſhalt 
abandon them to the working of Errour, (illuſion) ſo that they ſhall believe a 
LYE, that all may be Indged(damned)who would not believe the Truth, but con- 
ſented to (this) unjuſtice. 2. Theſlal. 2. 10. 11. 

Narrat. p. 62. Titus Oates Clerk maketh Oath, that the Information ſet down 
in theſe Papers, containing 81. Articles, all written, and ſubſcribed by his own 
band, are true in the whole, and in every particular thereof. 27. September.

Obſerv. Here is a lye not unlike to Hobss Leviathan: for he repreſents 
this as one Body compoſed of many thouſands of Perſons ; ſo is this one 
LYE compoſed of many thouſands of lyes. You {wear all you have faid is 
true; we know, and will prove all is falſe. You ſtand alone in aſſerting the 
truth of this Oath; we ſhew its falſhood by many Witneſſes: To you Ly- 
ing and Perjury is as familiar as cating or breathing ; our Witneſſes are of 
unblemiſht Reputation. Your ſtory is incredible, and morally impoſlible ; 
ours evidently probable, and morally certain: Your Tale is every day 
changed, zs being the Off-ſpring of your fancy, and having no ſubſiſtance 
bur from it ; ours always the ſame, as being grounded on real Facts. In 
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fine, all your Art, though directed by ſome more wiſe then your ſelf, and 
ſeconded by Bedlow, and ſuch Fellows, could never make out the Truth of 
any one material point queſtioned by us, nor the falſhood of any material 
point alledged in our defence. So the lying Spirit doth evidently diſcover 
it ſelf in your Narrative; and the Spirit of Truth 1s as clearly ſeen in our 
Apology.

This may be a means to fave your ſoul; for there is a 
Confuſion which brings Grace and Gltery , Eccleſialtici 4 25. &.the Pſalmift 
Pl. 82. 16. Fill their Face with ſhame, and they will ſeck thee, O Lord. | 

I have advanced nothing material, but what is certainly true. The chicf- 
elt points are atteſted by Witnefles of unblemiſhe Reputation. I now ap- 
peal to one who is uneorruptible, your own Conſcience, which within you 
confirms all I ſay, and ſets before the eyes of your Soul your guilt, more 
hvely then any one can do. It is that, which before you took on you pub- 
lickly, witnour any cauſe given by any Catholick, the Perſon of an Infor- 
mer, when the frit /dea of the many Lyes, and horrible Perjuries occurred 
to you, forced you with ſignes of great anguiſh of mind to ſay: No body 
knows what DISMAL THOUGHTS 1 have had in that Chamber, ſhewing 
that where you then lodged. It was that, whichat the trial of the five Ieſuits 
made you ready to faint : and hewever with unparallelld confidence you 
accuſe us before men ; yet before God, and in your own heart, that abſolves 
us,and finds you guilty. Or if it doth nor, if it ceaſes from that function, or 
if you are ſo hardned, as to be inſenſible of its remorſe, your condition is 
the more deplorable, there being little or no hopes left of your ſalvation. 

Should I ſay, that ſome of your Accuſations are of words ſpoken by your 
ſelf, and charged on others, who often reprehended you, and ar laſt quite 
abandoned you for them, I thould ſay no more, then your familiar diſcourſe 
even ſince this fit of Zeal, for the ſafety of his Majeſty*s Sacred Perſon 
came upon you, will juſtifie, as Iam informed. My Lord Chief Juſtice told 
you (in Sir G.}/*s. triall p. 56.) You have taken a great confidence, I know not 
by what Authority, to ſay any thing of any body. This is a true ſaying :and how 
long that Confidence ſo publickly known will paſs unpuniſht, I cannot tell, I 
am ſure the Wiſe Man faid ; Qt inconſideratus eft ad loguendum, ſentiet mala, 
Prov. 13. 3. He that is inconſiderate in his language, ſhall feel miſchief. Here is 
one great miſchief, juſtly to be feared, hanging over your head. 

Another, and that much more terrible, is that of eternal Damnation juſt- 
ly due to Falſe Witneſſes, and Murtherers. Now that you are a Falſe Wit- 
neſs, appears by the foregoing diſcourſe ; and that you are a Murtherer, is 
evident, having murthered as many perſons as have innocently ſuffered up- 
on your Depoſitions. Thus S. Auf: in Pal. 63. Ile occidir, & vos, O Fudes 
occidiſtis. Unde occidiſtis ? Gladio lingue, Our Saviour®s Blood was juſtly 
charged on the Jews, who killed him, with their falſe Accuſations: and as 
juſtly are you charged with the murther of all thoſe, who have as unjuſtly 
been accuſed by you, & condemned, & executed upon your Accuſation. 

I haverelated two ſayings of yours at S. Omers: One, I ſhall either be 4 
Jeſuit, or 4 Judas : The other, If 7 am not 4 Jeluit, 7 ſhall be damned. Ka 
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hare veryfied the firſt moſt compleatly, in the "ght of all the World : & 
arein a faire probability to verifie the ſecond, if by a ſincere, and timely 
Repenrance of theſe horrid Crying ſins, you do not prevent it. Be not miſta- 
ken, God 1s 10t to he mocked, Gal. 6.7. and all the giddy rabble of London 
will not protect you from the ſtroke of his hand, which never falls heavier, 
then when it is moſt flow in ſtriking : then when the time allotted to appeaſe 
his Wrath, & difarme hs luſtice, is ſpent in provoking him, G& rreaſuring up 
unto our ſelues Wrath againſt the day of Wrath, Rom. 2.5. That you might a- 
void this greateſt of Evils, was the hearty Prayer of Mc. Whitebreade, and 
his fellow-ſufferers, at their Execution, aud is dayly heartily prayed for by 
many ſurviving Jeſiars. And if this friendly admonition (haply the laſt you 
will receive in this Kind ) doth contribute any thing towards your real 
Connerſion. I ſhall think my Labour well ſpent, and have my hearts deſire.
